You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New 
Castle, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and others hereto- 
fore chosen and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 
The polls for the election of town officers will open at ten of the 
clock, in the forenoon and shall not be closed before five of the 
clock in the afternoon. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and to make appropriation for 
the same. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
incur temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes for the year 1958, 
upon the credit of the Town, and issue its notes therefor in accord- 
ance with the Municipal Finance Act. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount to be 
made to those persons who shall pay their taxes within a reason- 
able time afiter they receive notice of the taxes assessed against 
them and to fix the amount of such discount and the time within 
which such discount shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to participate with the other 
towns and cities in the area in the advertising, promotional and 
publicity activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Devel- 
opment Association as authorized by law and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid from 
the State for the construction of town roads and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor. 


8. To see if ithe Town will vote to adopt as a town ordinance, 
for the protection of the clams and oysters within the town limits, 
the Regulations for the Taking and Possessing of Clams, Clam 
Worms, and Oysters, promulgated as of February 1, 1958, by the 
Director of the Fish and Game Department; including the ten 
dollars penalty for any violation thereof, and all other provisions 
as therein more fully set forth; and to delegate to the said Director 
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and the officers of the Fish and Game Department the authority 
to enforce said ordinance and regulations in the Town’s behalf 
within the Town limits; such ordinances to remain effective until 
these regulations are changed or superseded by the Director of the 
Fish and Game Department. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to purchase and install a cur- 
tain for a back drop on the stage of the Town Hall, and to raise 
and appropriate the necessary sum of money therefor. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws 
by adding the following item to Section VI: 
2. To avoid any hardship due to a misunderstanding of 
the Zoning By-Laws, any person planning to erect or move a 
structure; or to alter a structure in such a way as will reduce its 
floor area or its distance from the lot line shall, before going 
ahead with the work, check their plans with the Selectmen to 
make sure that they comply with the Zoning By-Laws. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept a deed from Julia 
M. Griffin of all her right and interest in Riverside Cemetery in 
the Town of New Castle. 


12. On petition of Dorothy H. Rand and nine others: To see 
if the Town will vote to authorize and direct the Selectmen to 
accept, on behalf of the Town of New Castle, a Quitclaim Deed 
from Dorothy Rand conveying to the Town for public use all her 
right, ititle and interest on the beach in front of her premises on 
the ocean side of her present sea wall in exchange for a Quitclaim 
Deed from the Town of New Castle to Dorothy Rand of all claim 
of the Town for itself and for the public of the present standing 
sea wall and land inland therefrom in the name of Dorothy H. 
Rand to be made in settlement of land-title disputes at the beach 
between the Town of New Castle and Dorothy Rand and to be in 
settlement of the present litigation between them. 


13. To transact any other business ithat may lawfully come 
before said meeting.

4 ANNUAL REPORT 


Selectmen's Report 
On The “Sandy Beach” Controversy 


In the past year, we took further action in the Courts to pro- 
tect the rights of the townspeople to use and enjoy ‘‘Sandy Beach’. 
This last stretch of public beach in our town extends from Fort 
Constitution at the foot of Ocean Street to Camp Langdon. Private 
interests have been gradually narrowing the public beaches in our 
town to this one short beach, and during the past two years, the 
actions of Dorothy (and Norman) Rand in building a sea wall out 
onto this beach, and of Raymond and Ruth Horne in strewing rocks, 
and then an iron pin, along the Ocean Street end of the beach to 
turn away autos, led to our suing both parties to try to force an 
end, once and for all, to private interferences with “Sandy Beach’’. 


During 1957, our attorneys tried hard to bring these two suits 
to trial. The Rands and the Hornes went to great lengths to delay 
trials. We wanted to take depositions in perpetual remembrance 
(sworn testimony in writing) from many elderly witnesses in the 
vicinity who could testify as to public use of this beach — 
particularly because such depositions could be used in the future 
against anyone else who tried to push private claims to any part 
of this beach. Relying on legal technicalities, and claiming the 
procedure was unfair to them, the Rands and Hornes got a hearing, 
wherein they claimed the town was unfairly joining them by its 
proposal to take these depositions, and that the Town was oppress- 
ing them, and otherwise taking advantage of them. The Rands 
relied on the peculiar lack of law in New Hampshire on this sub- 
ject to appeal our right tto take these depositions, and a cautious 
judge entered an order preventing our taking such testimony until 
the Supreme Court decided this appeal. This resulted in a delay of 
months in our plans to take these depositions, for the Court stayed 
our plans on July 17, 1957, and it wasn’t until December 4, 1957, 
that our attorneys had a chance to argue the case to the Supreme 
Court. The Supreme Court sent down its opinion on December 18, 
1957, deciding strongly in our favor, but as recently as February 
5, 1958, the Superior Court had still done nothing to allow us to 
proceed to take the depositions. 


We hope that in the next few months we may finally be able 
to take these needed depositions. During December, 1957, and Jan- 
uary, 1958, our attorneys did take four regular depositions for the 
Rand case alone, but these wouldn’t be available against any one 
else in the future, no matter how badly they might be needed — 
so we still want to do the job right, once and for all. Our attorneys 
are anxious to try these cases, they feel as we do that we have 
the evidence to win in both cases, but because many of our wit- 
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nesses are so elderly or physically feeble that they may never be 
able to appear in court, they want such evidence taken down (by 
depositions) so that it will be available for the Rand and Horne 
cases —- and for any other encroachment against the public’s rights 
in this beach in the future. 


The delaying tactics of the Rands and Hornes in this litiga- 
tion has cost the town several hundreds of dollars in wasted prep- 
aration, and in appeal work. 


We are sorry this legal battle-over Sandy Beach had to arise, 
and that it so sadly splits our town into battling factions. None- 
theless, we are determined to fight on until we can tell you that 
Sandy Beach is yours to use freely without danger that private 
interests will cut off your access to it, or cut into the bounds and 
cut down the size of your beach. The source of this trouble after 
all is not our doing — something that bears repeating again and 
again — for had the Rands and the Hornes not taken steps to in- 
vade Sandy Beach or prevent access ‘to it by our citizens, we would 
never have needed to go to Court to force them to leave Sandy 
Beach to the town, as it has been left from time immemorial.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the New Castle School 
District. 


It is a pleasure to submit my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. The past year has been an active one; the 
rapid growth of this Seacoast region has compelled us all to extra- 
ordinary efforts to meet ithe needs of our growing school popula- 
tion. Furthermore, we have tried not only to provide for the min- 
imum necessities, but also to make improvements in the quality of 
our staff and in our educational programs. 


The Seacoast area presently exhibits one predominant charac- 
teristic — growth. It has grown in population and in wealth. Present 
indications are that this trend will continue. Concomitant with 
growth in communities one expects to find increased needs for 
publie services and, inevitably, increasing costs for such services. 


The School Districts of this Supervisory Union have, in the 
main, been forced to construct new schools to house their growing 
enrollments. For the moment, we are over the hump as regards 
this problem. We can be proud of our excellent new buildings 
which represent distinct improvements in community investment. 
Unless present trends towards growth are reversed, however, we 
shall have only a brief breathing space. Within two to three years 
additional facilities will again be needed in many of the districts. 


Federal Aid for school construction under Public Law 815 
has been of material assistance ito most of our districts. Federal Aid 
for the operation of schools under Public Law 874 is also a major 
factor in defraying costs and in holding down the amounts of 
money to be raised by local taxation. In the Union as a whole 
our estimated income from Public Law 874 amounts approximately 
to $100,000.00 for the coming school year. 


There was a serious effort made in the last session of Congress 
to eliminate both of these Bills. Should a similar effort succeed 
during the present session, we would suffer a major blow in nearly 
every school district. We have estimated full receipts under the 
existing statute but this expires June 30, 1958. 


If by March we know that this legislation has not been ex- 
tended it will be necessary to ask for an appropriation larger than 
that now presented in our budget. It behooves every citizen to make 
known to our representatives in the Congress that we need to have 
maintained the system of payment by the Federal Government for 
pupils coming into our community as a direct result of Federal 
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activities. 


The New Hampshire Legislature in the last session enacted 
legislation which helps in meeting tthe cost of debt service. Single 
school districts formerly received state funds to the amount of 20% 
of the principal of debt incurred for capital investments. The 
state’s share has now been increased to 30% for such districts and 
to 50% for those districts which join to form twelve-year coopera- 
tive school districts. State Aid for the operation of schools was also 
increased but only one of the Districts in this Union has a valua- 
tion low enough to qualify for this form of assistance. 


To staff our schools for the year beginning in September 1957 
it was necessary to engage 52 new teachers, a larger number than 
any Supervisory Union in the state, including the cities, had to 
hire. To start with, we needed 20 additional teachers; next, we 
found it necessary to discontinue the service of 10 faculty members, 
the balance represented turnover because of personal circumstances, 
10 of these teachers were lost because we could not offer adequate 
salaries; they accepted other positions at an average ircrease of 
approximately $600.00. 


We began the school year in September 1956 with an instruc- 
tional staff of 101 full-time persons. In September 1957 this had 
risen to 119. In September 1958 we will need at least 139 faculty 
members. Except for a few of our New Hampshire cities this will 
make our Union the largest educational organization in the state.

The growth of our Union has created a growing problem in 
handling the administrative and supervisory duties of the Superin- 
tendency. Despite our overall growth in school personnel the Super- 
intendent’s staff has been increased only by the addition of a half- 
time clerk. The following tabulation shows the staff that has been 
provided:

The provision of three full-time persons on the secretarial and 
clerical staff has solved our problems at that level. The Helping 
Teacher and the Superintendent, however, cannot reasonably meet 
the needs in supervision and in administration under the present 
load. With the addition of the Cooperative Secondary School Dis- 
trict to the Union there are now eight school committees with 
twenty-six members. 


The Supervisory Union School Committee is cognizant of the 
problem and is studying ways of alleviating it. Either the provision 
of an assistant superintendent or reorganization of the Union admin- 
istrative structure is needed. No solution has been found at this 
time which will permit any change in conditions for the coming 
year beginning July 1, 1958. 


We shall again need to hire a large number of teachers. There 
will be at least 18 additional teachers needed. Some turnover is 
inevitable. Conservatively estimated, our minimum needs will fall 
between 30 and 40 new teachers. In order to attract suitable teach- 
ers we must offer salaries as good or better than those which will 
be offered in northern New England. 
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Last year our minimum salaries of $3,000.00 in all of our dis- 
tricts but Seabrook and Rye made it nearly impossible to hire be- 
ginning teachers. We could hire none from Plymouth Teacher’s 
College because the students flatly refused to consider any salary 
below $3,200.00. In some of our districts we had an advantage in 
hiring experienced teachers because our salary schedules offered a 
greater range than that found in some other New Hampshire com- 
munities. 


This year is a critical one with regard to salaries. The School 
Committees have recognized this by raising minimum salaries. 
The new minimums range from $3,200.00 to $3,400.00 in the ele- 
mentary districts. In raising a minimum it is only equitable to in- 
crease the salaries of older teachers by the amount of increase. 
This is not only equitable but is a matter of necessity this year be- 
cause other communities in New Hampshire are doing so. We would 
lose our advantage in hiring experienced teachers if we did not give 
our teachers now on the staff the benefit of the increase in the 
minimum, 


It must be recognized that a $3,400.00 minimum will, at best, 
put us on a basis equal to, but not ahead of many New Hampshire 
communities and those in bordering states with which we have to 
compete for teachers. Minimums of $3,400.00 will be common, 
some are already set at $3,500.00 and $3,600.00. An explanation 
of this problem should help you as voters of the District to realize 
the reasons which compelled your School Committee to ask for 
larger budgets in order to raise salaries. 


The situation with regard to teacher’s salaries will not change 
in succeeding years. The problem is one of simple economics. Teach- 
ing, which has always been an underpaid profession, does not look 
attractive to young men and women when they know of earnings in 
other occupations. No adequate plans for forestalling the obvious 
shortage of teachers were undertaken at state and national levels 
following World War II. As our school populations have grown 
teachers have remained in short supply. Salaries, therefore, have 
risen and will continue to rise until the supply of teachers is mark- 
edly increased. 


Many statistics are published to prove the relatively low 
earning power of teachers. One statistic is enough to cite, as far 
as I am concerned. The state wage rate for building laborers, who 
need no education or experience, is $2.50 per hour at present, or 
$100.00 per week without overtime. Much is often made of the fact 
that the teacher’s work year is only 10 months. This is not a 
significant argument; those teachers who are able and willing to 
work in the summer can earn, on the average, only $500.00 to 
$600.00 for the season. To do so, in many instances, they must work 
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at jobs which contribute nothing to their improvement as teachers. 


I have devoted space to the foregoing considerations because 
of their critical importance at the present time. These matters are 
of common interest to the citizens of all of the School Districts of 
the Union. They apply with equal force in every District. The effi- 
cient functioning of our schools and the effective conduct of educa- 
tion in our classrooms is the matter at issue. 


Before turning to matters concerning individual districts 
there is one educational program which again concerns all. This 
is the class for intellectually retarded pupils established last fall 
at the North Hampton Elementary School. We were fortunate in 
securing the services of an experienced teacher. The class has proved 
to be successful not only in our opinion, but in that of many im- 
partial observers who have visited the class. We are indebted to 
the State Committee on Social Education and to the Trustees of the 
Spaulding Fund for technical advice and financial assistance in tho 
preliminary work done during the past year which enabled us to 
make a sound selection of pupils. 


As was indicated in my report last year there is a clear need 
for two such classes in our Union. With a second class in operation, 
it seems probable that we can provide for pupils who must have 
special instruction without adding a third class for some time. North 
Hampton can furnish a classroom for another year; Hampton can 
provide the second classroom in what was its High School building. 
At the annual budget meeting in December 1957 the Union School 
Committee voted to recommend to all District that sufficient funds 
be included in their budgets to provide for two classes. 


Instruction in Maude Trefethen School has continued to be 
of excellent quality. We were fortunate in being able to hold our 
excellent teachers. New Castle alone, of the seven elementary school 
districts in our School Union, started last, fall without a change in 
teachers. We hope this may continue to be the case in September 
1958. 


The programs in Art and Music have continued to yield bene- 
fits and satisfaction to pupils. We hope to improve further our offer- 
ings in these fields. Our principal limitation is the lack of an area 
in the building suitable for group work in music. 


There will be an unavoidable increase in the budget due ito costs 
beyond our control. It was necessary to add to our transportation 
services in the fall. This increased cost will leave a smaller bal- 
ance on hand at the end of the school year than was the case last 
year. This heavier transportation cost will also require an increase 
in the budget for next year. 
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Another unavoidable increase will occur in tuition charges for 
junior and senior high school pupils. We shall have more pupils at 
these grade levels than ever before. The consequent increase in 
tuition, of course, is concomitant with the increase in transporta- 
tion costs. 


An increase in teachers’ salaries must be made so that regular 
increments can be paid. For this year, also, a somewhat larger in- 
crease is needed to place our teachers on a par with those in other 
school systems in our area. Teachers’ salaries have been rising in 
the past four years due to the shortage of replacements and to public 
recognition of the fact that teachers have been underpaid. New 
Castle, particularly because our school must be organized with com- 
bined grades, must pay its teachers salaries comparable to those 
paid in nearby schools. 


These three elements of the budget; tuition, transportation, 
and salaries account almost entirely for the increase in the total. 
Considering the growth of the town and trends in other communi- 
ties, the increase is conservative. 


Maintenance of the school building has been kept at an ex- 
cellent level. The grounds were improved by an extension of the 
hot top area on the drive. This addition, by reducing the tracking in 
of pebbles, has made it easier to preserve the floors in good con- 
dition. 


The School Committee has given thought to the need for ex- 
panding the school by the addition of a multi-purpose room. Such 
an area would permit us to have school assemblies and to accom- 
plish work in music, dramatics and physical education which can- 
not be attempted in the classrooms. It would also permit the serving 
of school lunches. 


Present enrollments do not require additional classroom space. 
Should the need arise within the next few years, a multi-purnose 
room properly designed could provide two additional classrooms. 
Such a room would serve the community as a comfortable meeting 
place. The School Committee, at this writing has not reached a 
conclusion concerning a specific recommendation to the School Dis- 
trict. It is felt, however, that the possibilities of adding such a room 
should be considered by the citizens of the district. 


I have been fortunate during the year to have intelligent as- 
sistance and loyal support from many of my colleagues and fellow- 
workers. My obligations to teachers and other staff members are 
too numerous to list them here. For their help I am deeply appre- 
ciative. 
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May I also express my appreciation to the members of the 
School Committee and to other citizens of the District for their 
understanding of school problems and their readiness to work on 
behalf of our school children.

Report of the New Castle School Nurse 
From February 1957 to December 31, 1957 


The annual school health checkups were held in October on three 
different days. These were conducted by Dr. David A. Straus, school 
physician, assisted by the school nurse. Seventy-two children were 
examined. The following health and dental conditions were noted 
and reported to parents: One heart, nine dental, three dietary and 
two orthopedic. 

New Castle children who had not reached second and third 
polio shots were eligible to attend clinics in Portsmouth in August 
and October. Clinics have been held at the Junior and Senior High 
Schools for pupils in the upper grades of those schools and it is 
believed that all New Castle children have received three polio 
shots. 

Hearing tests were conducted last spring by means of a state- 
owned audiometer. No serious auditory defects were discovered. 

Visual acuity tests will be carried on during the coming weeks 
by.means of the Snellen Chart which is recommended by the New 
Hampshire State Department of Education. 

It is planned to conduct patch tests on the children. These 
tests are given under the auspices of the New Hampshire Tubercu- 
losis Association in the Spring. 

The nurse makes periodic visits to the school and health prob- 
lems are discussed with the teachers. She may be reached at any 
time by teachers or parents. She examines children who have been 
absent from school three days, or more. In case absence has been 
caused by a communicable disease, a doctor’s certificate must be ob- 
tained before the child returns to school. 

The school nurse wishes to cooperate with school personnel and 
parents in maintaining a good school health program.
